“ There is a definite training pro gram fo r 
the units pro v ided by the Army fo r each 
o f these weekly m eetings. It is a part o f a 
co mplete training pro gram co nsisting o f 
general subjects fo r ev ery so ldier and also 
the specialist training fo r the jo b they will 
perfo im in the unit. The training is all 
entered o n a serv ice reco rd which will be 
initiated by the reserv e unit and carried o n 
into the activ e serv ices.

Why sho uld any o ne prev ent a bo y fro m get­ 
ting additio nal training? All the training a 
man can get is nev er to o much. Remember, 
his v ery life is at stake and an enemy al­ 
way s play s fo r keeps. That is the main rea­ 
so n fo r building a reserv e in this co untry — 
to keep o ut aggresso rs. . .
